To some, T.E.C. Center 
might sound like a mys- 
terious place that siphons 
away so many juniors and 
seniors from C.H.S. In re- 
ality it is a modern, at- 
tractive place that offers 
many career-related 
learning experiences. The 
center has many certified 
and experienced instruc- 
tional teachers, including 
reading and math assis- 
tance. Students attend 2 
V 2 hours of training daily. 

When the students ar- 
rive at T.E.C. Center they 
all go their own ways to 
the many different classes 
offered at the Center. The 
T.E.C. center’s classes 
vary from automotive 


technology to culinary arts 
and food service.

Restlessness Occurs World 

Wide

M any headlines caught the 
attention of readers 
around the world. Prob- 
ably the most startling was the coup 
in the Soviet Union which began 
on August 19, 1991. An eight-man 
committee took power from Pres- 
ident Mikhail Gorbachev. Russian 
President Boris Yeltsin rallied the 
people in a successful resistance 
movement. Three days later Gor- 
bachev returned to power only to 
resign in a few months as Y eltsin’s 
popularity continued to grow. For- 
mer members of the USSR de- 
clared their independence. The un- 
usual state of freedom gave the peo- 
ple a spiritual happiness. But the 
people of this region faced a new 
threat, economic hardship. In a bold 
move, the United Stated, led by 
President George Bush, began a 
campaign called Operation Care. 
Millions of dollars and tons of food 
and supplies were sent to the newly 
free countries. 

President Bush nominated Clar- 
ence Thomas to the Supreme Court. 
Thomas, a 43-year-old black con- 
servative, was confirmed, but not 
until he faced a tumultuous confir- 
mation process. Anita Hill, a law 
professor at the University of Okla- 
homa, claimed she was sexually ha- 
rassed by Thomas ten years earlier. 
It seemed that this was the begin- 
ning of male versus female cases 


that would appear in headline news. 
William Kennedy Smith was ac- 
cused of rape and found innocent 
in January of 1992. Later former 
heavyweight champ, Mike Tyson, 
was found guilty of rape in Feb- 
ruary. The man he took the boxing 
title from, Treyor Berbick, was also 
found guilty of rape two weeks lat- 
er. 

The once-leading democratic 
candidate for president, Arkansas 
Governor Bill Clinton, was rocked 
by a extra-marital affair claim. Sex 
had become a leading headline el- 
ement. 

In sports, Michael Jordan con- 
tinued to drive the lane as well as 
his team to the NBA championship 
in 1991. The Minnesota Twins went 
from last to World Champs as they 
defeated the Atlanta Braves in the 
World Series. The Detroit Lions 
came one step away from the Super 
Bowl as they lost to the Washington 
Redskins in the NFC playoffs. 
Washington went on to clobber the 
Buffalo Bills in the Super Bowl. 
Magic Johnson caught the Aids vi- 
rus. He went on to play and star in 
the NBA All-star classic. Johnson 
became a spokesman for the Aids 
Prevention and Cure Movement. 

Jeffrey Dahmer was found sane 
enough to stand trial for sexually 
mistreating and even cannibalizing 
some of his victims. He was found 


guilty and sentenced to fifteen terms 
of life imprisonment. This real life 
horror story echoed the cannibal- 
ism theme of the 1991 Oscar-win- 
ning movie. Silence of the Lambs.. 

Rap continued to be popular in 
the music scene, but a wide range 
of music continued to be offered. 
Wilson Phillips became one of the 
hottest trios of the year. Vanilla Ice 
had their album, To the Extreme, 
hit the six million mark. Paul Si- 
mon took his act to Africa while 
Michael Jackson made a huge 
comeback here at home. This was 
a year that saw many groups come 
out of retirement or obsurity to per- 
form on worldwide tours. Natalie 
Cole won grammy awards in the 
Top Song and Album categories for 
her remake of Unforgettable. 

The New York Stock Exchange 
continued to hit new highs in 1991. 
This was true even though the 
United States and most countries 
of the world were in a recession. 
The hard economic times took away 
from the popularity of George Bush 
and gave this leap year election 
greater interest. The United States’s 
role as world leader was continuing 
to change and mold itself. There 
appeared a shift in emphasis from 
world regulator to economic stim- 
ulator here at home. It was indeed 
a year full of world headlines.
